NEW SCHOOL TAX, 

According to an amendment 
to the town act passed at the 
last session of the legislature, 
town councils may require every 
inhabitant of the town of the 
age of twenty-one and upwards, 
who has resided in the town for 
a period of three months or 
more and has not been assessed 
on the assessment roll, tu pay an 
annual educational tax of $4.00, 
to be collected any time after the 

first day May. 2 
According to the act collectors 
may be appointed’ for this. pur- 
posé and they ‘will have power to 
levy the same by distress and 
sale of goods and chattels with 
the costs of same, on any who 
refuse to pay this tax. The col- 
lector may also collect. this tax 
from the employer of any who 
refuse to pay in -the specified 
time and the employer in turn is 
expected to keep the amount oft 

the delinquent’s wages. 
In our opinion it’ is nothing 
but fair, reasonable and equit- 
able that those coming witain 
the scope of the act should pay 


something towards the educa- 


tional expenses of the town in 
which they live and are making 


~ their living.

The additional year of 
compulsary education may give 
them a keener desire to continue 
and even if not it will at least 
make them that much _ better 
citizens when they grow up.

‘HELP THE BOYS. 

Now that the Sons of the Soil 
movement is well under way in 
Canada it behooves everyone, 
and especiall the farmers, to give 
it a fare trial every possible en-

The movement is one whereby 
the school, boys and older boys 
yet in their teens are enlisting 
for work on farms to help with 
seed time and harvest, 

It must be ‘remembered that 
most of these boys are from 
town and city homes; that they 
are young and liable to become 
lonesome when away from their 
parents probably for the "first 
time; that they may. be umac- 
customed to farm work, and that 
their sacrifices and willingness 
to help are deserving of consid- 
eration. 

The situation furnishes an op- 
portunity for men in towns as 
well as in the country to play 
the older brother part and make 
conditions for the boys as fav- 
orable as possible. 

Under these conditions farm- 
ers may at times be called upon 
to exercise great patience, but 
a look into the future convinces 
us they~ would be well advised to 
do so, and to take considerable 
pains not only in educating the 
boys in farm work but in getting 
them interested in it. 

In this immediate vicinity 
there will not likely be much de- 
mand for boy labor this spring 
but a persual of the man power 
act recently put into effect, will 
leave no doubt as to what condi- 
tions may be expected next har- 
vest, From this - distance it 
looks very much as though the 
boy power of our country will be 
an important factor not only 
next harvest but for harvest 
several years hence,

A report from Canadian headquart- 
Sunday,

“During te last twelve hours the 
Canadians j.sve carried out the bif- 
gest combined projector gas and shell 
bombardment in the history of the 
western front. From early last night 
until early this morning our heavieS 
and howitzers rained shells upon the 
hogtile battery positiofs, using lethal 
lachrymatery gas and .-high ex- 
plosives, while at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing more than 1,200 drums of lethal 
gas were projected against the enemy 
trenches arid support areas ,in ‘an. in- 
tensive concentrated bombardment of 
the Lens area imedietely north or 
Bombardment followed bombard- 
ment @t greater and lesser intervals, 
in a scientific, carefully-thought-out 
program of destruction designed to 
silence the enemy guns and kill -the 
gun crew or at least make the opera- 
tion of their bateries impossible. ‘The 
succes of the bombardmen was early

national rights of Ireland.” 

The resolution, continuing, says that 


the two countries, the ruin of the Irish 
populations under the English Uomina- 
tion and the manner in which Ire- 
land’s generous offer at the outbreak 
of the war was treated, “cruelly in- 
tensified the shameless character of 
the present proposals.” 

In conclusion, the resolution pledged 
their party to defeat conscription.

Viscount Kikujiro Ishil, Japanese 
ambassador to the United States, was 
asked wheher Japan is planning to 
send troops to France in view of the 
German drive on the west front. 

“From a tactical point of view it is 
impossible to send Japanese troops to 
France;” he replied. “This is the 
view of our military leaders. I am 
not a military expert, but they have 
told me this, Scientifically and tac- 
tically. we cannot. It is because of 
the difference in climate and food and 
the language. 

“You send American troops to 
France and they can eat the foods 
produced there, Japanese must have 
Japanese food.
